1.  VITAL  STATISTICS 

(l)  POPULATION  (Pages  11  and  12) 

The  population  figures  have  been  supplied  by  the  Director, 
Union  Department  of, Census  and  Statistics.  The  population  figures 
are  estimated  on  natural  increase  only  and  are  based  on  the  last 
quinquennial  census.  The  population  is  actually  much  higher  owing 
to  the  large  influx  of  persons  into  this  area,  but  as  these 
figures  have  been  officially  supplied,  they  have  been  applied  in 
compiling  this  report,  even  though  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
forthcoming  census  will  reveal  that  the  population  of  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Area  of  Benoni  to  be  close  on  to  the  100,000  mark  (of  whom 
nearly  30.000  are  Europeans,  compared  with  the  official  estimate 
of  25,800) . 

(ii)  BIRTHS  (Pages  12  and.  13) 

The  European  Birth  Rate  (29.77)  continues  most  satisfactory, 
and  shows  an  increase  over  that  for  the  previous  year  when  it  was 
27.40. 


As  usual  the  Coloured  and  Asiatic  Birth  Rates,  at  49.00  and 
57.50,  continue  to  remain  high.  The  Native  Birth  Rate  continues 
fallacious  owing  to  the  incomplete  registration  of  native  births. 

As  is  to  be  expected,  the  illegitimacy  Rate  amongst  Non- 
Europeans,  living  under  squalid  overcrowded  conditions,  remains 
unduly  high.  More  than  one  quarter  of  all  native  births  register¬ 
ed  are  illegitimate. 


(Ill)  DEATH  S  (Pages  14  to  23) 

Though  the  European  has  risen  from  7.18  to  8.41,  it  is 
nevertheless  satisfactory. 

Increases  are  also  to  be  noted  in  the  Death  Rates  for 
Mining  Natives,  from  4,50  to  5.80  and  for  Non-Mining  Natives 
from  20.98  to  22,41. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  decreases  in  the  Coloured 
Death  Rate  from  20.96  to  19.33  and  for  the  Asiatic  Death  Rate 
from  18.39  to  16.66. 


( iv)  INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

(Pages  24  and  25) 

The  European  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  increased. from 
33.05  for  the  preceding  year  to  39.48  for  the  current  year. 
Despite  this  Increase  the  rate  remains  most  satisfactory.  It 
will  be  observed  that  of  the  23  deaths  in  Infants  under  one 
year  of  age,  only  8  d.eatlis  were  preventable.  No  fewer  than  15 
deaths,  occurred  on  the  first  day  of  life  from  diseases  peculiar 
to  infancy  and  ranging  from  prematurity  to  congenital  Ids  eases. 
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The  Coloured  and  Asiatic  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  remain 
high,  whilst  the  figure  for  Natives  continues  to  be  unreliable, 
owing  to  the  incomplete  registration  of  Native  births. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (Pages  26  to  33) 
(l)  GENERAL 

The  number  of  accepted  notifications  for  the  year 
was  846  as  compared  with  1003  for  the  preceding  year. 

(ii)  SCARLET  FEVER  (Page  30) 

This  disease  was  limited  to  Europeans.  Of  the 
71  cases  notified,  all  the  patients  contracted  the  disease  in  a 
mild  form.  No  fatalities  occurred,  nor  did  any  of  the  cases 
require  hospitalisation. 

(ill)  WHOOPING  COUGH  (Pago  29) 

102  Notifications  in  rospoct  of  whooping  cough 
were  received  during  the. year,  a  decrease  of  77  cases  over  that 
for  the  preceding  year.  Only  one  death  from  this  disease  was 
recorded  during  the  year.  As  stressed  in  previous  years,  however, 
this  figure  must  be  disregarded  as  many  deaths,  officially  re¬ 
corded  as  being  due  to  '’Broncho-Pneumonia11 ,  particularly  during 
the  whooping  cough  season,  were  undoubtedly  primarily  due  to 
whooping  cough, 

As  the  result  of  the  prominence  given  in  the 
press  to  the  statement  that  attacks  of  Poliomyelitis  overseas  may 
have  been  precipitated  by  the  use  of  Diphtheria  cum  Whooping- 
Cough  Vaccine,  the  practice  of  giving  the  combined  Injection  was 
discontinued,  even  though  the  experience  gained  locally  differed 
from  those  obtained  in  other  countries. 

( iv )  MEASLES  (Pago  29) 

Of  the  846  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified, 
just  half  the  total  (42l)  were  due  to  measles.  As  usual  the 
disease  pursued  a  very  mild  course,  and  only  one  death  was  re¬ 
corded  as  being  due  to  measles. 

(v)  DIPHTHERIA  (Pago  30) 

In  common  with  most  other  centres  on  the  Reef, 
the  year  under  review  sa w  an  unusually  largo  number  of  cases 
occurring.  There  were  46  cases  (of  xvhich  22  were  European), 
with  8  deaths  (4  European). 

As  usual  the  diseaso  was  limited  to  those 
homes  where  parents  had  noglegted  to  take  the  elementary  pre¬ 
caution  of  safeguarding  their  offspring  by  resorting  to  immu¬ 
nisation.  That  the  lack  of  parental  care  and  forethought  in 
this  regard  cannot  be  stressed  too  vigorously  is  well  illustrated 
in  the  following  instance:-  A  family  of  6  children  ranging  in 
ago  from  1  year  to  8  years,  were  not  protected,  though  the 
Department  earnestly  advised  the  parents  accordingly.  All . the 
other  children  living  in  this  neighbourhood  had  been  immunised, 
and  none  contracted  the  disease.  In  this  particular  family, . 
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however,  no  fewer  than  4  were  ill  with  diphtheria  and  were  hos¬ 
pitalised  in  the  interest  of  he '61th  -  and  at  a  not  inconsider¬ 
able  cost  to  the  ratepayers.  Apart  from  the  financial  aspect, 
there  can  be  no  question  but  that  such  neglectful  parents'  are 
potential  murderers  of  their  own  children, 

# Apart  from  the  small  percentage  of  defaulters,  (amongst 
whom  must  be  included  those  who  refuse  protection  on  religious 
grounds),  attendance  at  the  immunisation  clinics  continues  very 
good,  456  being  fully  immunised  and  566  partially  immunised  by' 
two  injections.

The  practice  locally  is  to  use  "Anatoxine"  by  the  3 
injection  method.  Very  little  discomfort  is  caused  the  patients, 
and  no  untoward  symptoms  have  been  observed. 

( v  1 )  PUERPERAL  SEPSIS 


During  the  year  4  European  and  4  Native  cases  were 

notified. 

(vii)  0.3.  MENINGITIS  (Pago  31 ) 

The  incidence  of  this  disease,  amongst  Bilining  Natives, 
continues  high,  29  cases  being  notified  amongst  this  section 
during  the  year. 

In  all  38  cases  with  7  deaths,  giving  a  case  mortality 
of  18.4%  were  notified. 

( viil)  LEPROSY 

No  noti fications  in  respect  of  this  disease  were  re¬ 
ceived. 

( lx)  ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS 

During  the  year  one  sporadic  case  occurred  in  a  Euro¬ 
pean  child, 

(x)  ENTERIC  FEVER  (Page  31 ) 

24  Cases  of  Enteric  Fever  (  compared  with  17  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  year)  were  recorded  during  the  year.  Five  cases  proved 
fatal,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  20.8%.  Most  of  the  cases  (18) 
occurred  during  the  period  March  -  June. 

It  seems  necessary  to  stress  the  following  extract  of 
the  report  recorded  last  year:- 

"As  has  been  stressed  on  previous  occasions,  the 
absence  of  an  epidemic,  in  the  face  of  the  gross, 
insanitary  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Location, 
is  a  matter  neither  for  congratulation  nor  conso¬ 
lation.  That  an  epidemic  is  inevitable,  must  be 
self  evident  as  long  as  the  present  insanitary 
conditions  in  the  Location  continue  to  prevail." 

(xi)  SMALL  POX 

2  Cases  of  Small-Pox  (1  Asiatic  and  1  Native),  with 
*  one  Asiatic  death,  were  recorded  during  the  year.  These  cases 
were  the  aftermath  of  the  epidemic  occurring  in  a  neighbouring 
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town  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year,  the  history  of  which  was 
presented  in  the  previous  Annual  Report. 

(xil)  TUBERCULOSIS  (Pages  26,  27  and  32) 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  continues  unnecessarily 
high.  It  seems  pertinent  to  quote  the  following  oxtract  of  a 
previous  report. 

The  continued  high  incidence  rate  must  be  ascribed 
partly  to  a  continuance  of  those  insanitary  grossly  overcrowded 
housing  conditions  under  which  the  Bantu  and  Asiatic  Sections, 
in  particular,  are  compelled  to  reside  in,  and  partly  to  their 
inability  to  purchase  for  themselves  and  their  families  the 
necessary  protective  foods.  Undernourishment  of  the  Natives 
is  rife,  with  a  corresponding  lowering  of  vitality  and  resist¬ 
ance  to  disease.  Overcrowding  and  undernourishment  go  hand 
in  hand  to  make  this  section  of  the  community  ready  victims 
to  the  rampages  of  the  tuberculosis  germ.  A  further  potent 
factor  responsible  for  disseminating  the  disease,  is  the  fact 
that  so  few  beds  are  available  for  all  sections  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  wherein  to  isolate  those  cases  with  frank,  open  lesions. 

These  open  Tuberculotic  cases  must  therefore  of  necessity  be 
permitted  to  remain  at  home  coughing  and  spitting  for  all  and 
sundry  who  come  into  contact  with  them  to  contract  the  disease 
in  turn. 

The  erection  of  one  or  more  T.B.  Hospitals  for  the 
Reef,  to  which  the  press  gave  great  prominence  at  the  time 
would  appear  to  have  been  shelved  by  Government,  at  least  for 
the  time  being. 

It  seems  incomprehensible  that  so  much  public  interest 
can  be  directed  to  means  and  ways  of  combating  other  diseases, 
particularly  Poliomyelitis,  whereas  so  little  sympathy  and  in¬ 
terest  is  shown  in  the  fight  against  the  ravages  of  Tuberculosis, 
which  After  all  is  largely  preventable. 

In  Benoni  alone,  during  the  year  only  one  (l)  sporadic 
case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred,  whilst  there  were  no  fewer  than 
129  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  all  forms,  with  no  fewer  than  96 
deaths.  The  same  statistics  occur  in  all  other  areas,  year  in 
and  year  out,  except  for  an  occasional  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis. 
The  causes  of  Tuberculosis  are  poverty,  malnutrition  and  bad 
housing  -  all  preventable  causes.  T.B.  thus  occurs  very  largely 
amongst  the  underprivileged.  The  cause  of  the  spread  of 
Poliomyelitis  is  largely  unknown,  and  hence,  unlike  T.B.,  it  is 
not  limited  to  the  underprivileged  class,  but  may  strike  any¬ 
where.  Neither  rich  nor  poor  are  immune.  It  would  thus  appear 
that  interest  in,  and  the  fight  against,  Poliomyelitis,  as 
opposed  to  the  lethargic  interest  displayed  by  the  Public  in  the 
fight  by  officials  against  the  ravages  of  T.B.  is  largely 
based  on  ''FEAR11.  Fear,  because  in  the  homes  of  the  well  fed 
and  well  housed  T.B.  seldom  rears  its  ugly  head,  whereas.  Polio¬ 
myelitis  can  and  does  strike  without  warning  at  those  self  same 
well  fed,  well  housed  homes,  with  equal  facility  as  it  can  in 
the  homes  of  the  ill  fed  and  ill  housed.  And  until  the  same 
interest  in  the  fight  against  T.B.  is  evinced,  so  long  will 
this  preventable  disease,  with  all  its  crippling  effects,  not 
only  on  the  actual  sufferer,  but  also  on  home  life,  bo  present 
in  our  midst. 
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3.  VENEREAL  DISEASES  (Pages  37  and  38) 

Tho  figures  for  the  V.D.  Clinics  have  reached  a  new  record, 
eclipsing  the  record  attained  during  the  previous  year.  The 
phenomenal  growth  of  these  clinics  is  well  illustrated  in  the 
following  comparative  table.

The  Ante-Natal,  Infant  Welfare  and  District  Midwifery 
Services  continue  to  be  well  patronised  and  continue  to  show  a 
most  gratifying  all  round  increase,  evidence  of  the  roll  these 
services  fulfil  in  the  maintenance  of  the  well  being  and  health 
of  the  future  citizens.

5 .  FOODSTUFFS  AND  FOOD  SHOPS 

Continued  attention  was  paid  to  the  control  of  food¬ 
handling  in  shops,  cafes,  restaurants,  markets,  market  gardens, 
hotels  and  boarding  houses. 


There  was  no  relaxation  of  the  policy  of  subjecting 
all  foodhandlers  to  examination  for  the  Enteric  Fever  Carrier 
state. 


During  the  year  662  foodhandlers  were  blood  tested, 
of  whom  45  (including  1  European),  were  found,  to  be  positive 
for  the  Enteric  Fever  Carrier  State,  and  were  excluded  from 
the  foodhandling  trad.e. 

For  list  of  foodstuffs  condemned  see  pages  41  and  42. 
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6.  ABATTOIRS  (Page  46) 

Butcher  shops  continued  to  be  regularly  inspected. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  remains  well  below  the  average 
number  dealt  with  at  the  Abattoirs  prior  to  the  inception  of 
the  meat  scheme  in  1944,  Income  is  thus  adversely  affected, 

and  resulted  in  a  deficit  of  £3,138  for  the  year.

7.  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (Page  43) 

All  dairy  premises,  both  within  and  without  the  municipal 
area,  other  than  those  controlled  by  other  local  authorities 
with  full  time  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  were  regularly 
inspected  by  the  Department’s  Dairies  Inspector  and  the 
Veterinary  Officer.  Where  necessary  these  premises  were  also 
inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Advice  was  given 
and  suitable  action  taken  where  necessary  to  ensure  the  hygienic 
production,  transportation  and  handling  of  all  milk  supplies  for 
Benonl . 

Routine  chemical,  bacteriological  and  visible  dirt  tests 
were  undertaken  throughout  the  year. 

Difficulties  are  still  encountered  with  regard  to  the 
small  producing  dairy  situated  on  the  plots.  Here  the  dairy  is 
run  in  order  to  supplement  the  income  of  the  bread  winner, 
usually  a  low  paid  mine  employee.  In  these  instances  the  owner 
is  never  at  home  to  supervise  the  native  employees,  on  whom 
all  responsibility  for  hygiene  standards  is  shelved.  It  loaves 
little  to  the  imagination  to  appreciate  that  under  these  cir¬ 
cumstances  milk  is  produced  under  invariably  unhygienic  condi¬ 
tions,  Nevertheless  the  department  attempts  to  do  what  it  can 
under  extremely  'difficult  conditions. 


8.  UT  E  R  SUPPLY 


The  supply  for  all  premises  within  the  townships  area  is 
dr  awn  from  the  Rand  Water  Board.  This  supply,  as  elsewhere,  is 
highly  satisfactory. 


Premises  in  the  semi  rural  areas  e.g.  Cloverdene,  Vlak- 
fontein  No.  7,  have  their  own  supplies,  usually  from  boreholes. 
Whilst  the  source  itself  is  impeccable,  it  cannot  be  vouchsafed 
that  polution  does  not  occur  during  the  stage  of  transportation. 
Certain  mines  augment  the  supply  of  Rand  Water  Board  water,  by 
their  own  supplies.  The  latter  are  however  used  solely  for 
flushing  purposes. 
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The  projected  sewerage  scheme  for  Northmead  continues  to 
make  progress,  but  will  not  be  completed  for  some  12  -  18  months. 
In  the  meantime  the  existing  pail  system  continues.  The  con¬ 
servancy  tank  system  for  these  areas  which  will  not  be  sewered, 
continues  to  fill  a  long  felt  want. 
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10 .  VERMIN  CONTROL  (Page  47) 

Vigorous  anti-plague  measures  were  continued  throughout 
the  year.  This  included  the  maintenance  of  a  rodent  free  belt 
around  the  town. 

Special  attention  was  given  the  location  and  Asiatic 
Sections,  owing  to  the  abundant  prevelence  of  rodents  in  these 
areas.  Owing  to  the  general  dilapidation  and  overcrowding  of 
wood  and  iron  structure  complete  eradication  is  impossible. 
Nevertheless  the  rodent  population  was  kept  at  a  minimum. 


11  -  OTHER  SERVICES 

(a)  MUNICIPAL  FIRE  BRIGADE 


Medical  attention  continued  to  be  given  by  the  Department 
to  members  (and  families)  of  the  Fire  Brigade. 

(b)  NATIVE  EMPLOYEES 

All  native  employees,  prior  to  being  accepted  in  Council’s 
service,  were  examined  by  the  Department. 

In  addition,  all  natives  reporting  sick  were  treated  by 
the  Department.  Where  necessary,  patients  requiring  more  in¬ 
tensive  treatment  owing  to  the  gravity  of  their  illness,  were 
hospital! sed. 

(c)  RACE  WELFARE  CLINIC  (Page  35) 

This  clinic,  the  only  one  of  its  kind  on  the  East  Rand, 
continues  to  be  well  attended,  and  serves  in  particular,  the 
needs  of  the  poorer  sections  of  the  community. 

(cl)  PAS 3  OFFICE  EXAMINATIONS  (Page  36) 

Routine  medical  examinations  of  all  natives  registering 
at  the  office  of  the  Native  Commissioner,  and  in  search  of  work 
in  Benoni,  continues  to  be  undertaken  by  this  department. 

(  e)  BOKSBllRG-3 ENONI  HOSPITAL  OUTPATIENTS  ( Page  36) 

The  Boksburg-Senoni  Hospital  continued  to  operate  a  daily 
outpatients  service  in  premises  supplied  by  Council.  These 
services  are  however  inadequate,  being  limited  to  the  morning 
sessions  only,  and  do  not  function  at  all  on  Saturdays, 

Sundays  and  Public  Holidays.  Despite  continued  representations 
no  success  has  yet  been  forthcoming  toward^' either  an  expansion 
of  the  existing  services  or  the  establishment  of  a  hospital 
for  Benoni.  .  .  ■ 

(f)  DENTAL  CLINIC- 

% 

It  is  regrettable  to  have  to  report  once  more  that  no 
finality  has  been  arrived  at  in  the  negotiations  with  the 
Province.  Consequently  the  Dental  Clinic  has  not,  as  yet, 
commenced  to  function.  Representations  will  continue  to  be 
made  to  the  Central  and  Provincial  Governments  however  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Dental  Clinic  for  Benoni.

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REPORT  "B" 

UPON  THE  HOUSING  OF  THE  PEOPLE 


(1)  EUROPEAN  HOUSING 

During  tho  year  llo  private  dwellings,  at  a  total  cost  of 
£302,400,  wore  erected.  '  In  addition  four  (4)  blocks  of  flats 
at  a  cost  of  £88,700  wore  completed  during  the  year* 

The  completion  of  the  abovementioned.  dwellings  and  flats 
has  further  tended  to  alleviate  the  housing  position,  progress 
of  which  was  noted  in  the  previous  report.  The  need  for  sub- 
economic  housing  for  the  lowest  stratum  -  the  poor  whites  of 
the  community  -  remains  however  as  acute  as  ever,  and  as  diffi¬ 
cult  of  solution  here  as  elsewhere. 

( 2)  COLOURED  HOUSING 

The  rehousing  of  Coloureds  in  the  new  Parktown,  as  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  previous  report,  has  been  completed  satisfactorily 
There  can  be  no  question  but  that  the  rehousing  of  these  people 
in  decent  homes,  in  decent  surroundings,  will  go  a  long  way 
towards  elevating  these  people  to  a  more  well  behaved  and  better 
section  of  the  community. 

(  3)  NATIVE  and  (4)  ASIATIC  HOUSING 

The  deplorable  conditions  appertaining  here,  and  reported 
upon  in  report  after  report,  continue  unabated.  During  the 
year  five  (5)  dwellings*  costing  £2,540  were  erected  privately 
by  natives o  Nevertheless  a  commencement  will  shortly  be  made 
by  bho  erection  of  several  hundreds  of  houses  which  will  in¬ 
dubitably  ameliorate  conditions  prevailing  here  very  consider¬ 
ably.  Eventually  it  is  hoped  that  a  sufficient  number  of 
houses  will  be  erected  to  rehouse  all  the  Inhabitants  of 
"Tent  Town",  who  are  at  present  living  in  shacks  of  every^ 
description  and  constructed  of  hessian,  cardboard,  etc.  etc.
